Paris, Juno 19. — The st art of tho 
J our na l’s aviation circuit race was a t­ 
tended by three tragedies. 
A crowd of 250,000 flocked to the 
Vincennes artillery field 
T he re were 
6,000 soldiers and 2.000 police on hand 
to hold the crowd in check. 
T h e re 
were thirty -nine competitors. 
Le Martin, who was the twenty -fifth 
to start, had hardly cleared the ground 
when it was evident to the onlookers 
that he was not in 
lontrol 
of the 
Blériot monoplane in which he was 
riding. 
The appa ratus tossed terribly 
a nd th e motor stopped 
Le Martin be­ 
gan to descend and as he described a 
circle in the air, the crowd below was 
struck with terror 
W hen within 18 0 
feet of the ground it was seen that 
all hope for the avia tor was lost and 
he c a m e headlong to the earth. 
li e 
was killed almost instantly , his head 
having been terribly crushed. 
The other fatality occurred at Issy 
Les Moulineaux. 
Lie utenant Prince- 
teau and a dozen soldiers who had' 
been ordered to accompany the cir­ 
cuit in 
aeroplanes 
had prepar ed 
to 
leave for Vincennes and seven of them 
were in the air when the oarburrett er 
cf Princ e te a u’s m achine set fire to the 
aviator. 
He noticed that his clothes 
were burning and began to descend 
from a 
height 
of 
seventy five 
feet 
whe n th e wind struck the machine un­ 
d erneath The machine landed ab rupt­ 
ly on its right wing and then the gaso­ 
line tank exploded. 
In half a second 
the Blériot was a mass of flames. 
Lieutenant Prineeteau made almost, 
superhuman efforts to extricate him ­ 
self from the frame of the burning 
monoplane, but his logs were caught 
between a part of the machine ancl the 
ground and he was powerless. 
The spectators, am ong whom was 
the luckless lieutenant's brother, could 
not approach the wreck because of 
the heat. 
When they finally were able 
to quench the flames the body of the 
officer was an umecognizable mass of 
burned flesh. 
Lieutenant Prineeteau was tTifrty -sfx 
y ears old and a ty pical cavalry man. 
He had ridden m any winners in of­ 
ficers’ steeplechase races. 
Lieutenant Gaubert, fly ing under tho 
wing na m e of Dalger, fed I near Sois- 
sons and was injured but not danger­ 
ously 
Several hours 
la ter 
news 
arrived 
that Lnndron, in a Pisehnf monoplane, 
had fallen near Chateau Thierey . 
It 
is reported that his machine took fire 
from th e exploding petrol tank and 
that L andrc n was burned to death. 
This m akes the third tragedy of tho 
contest.
